From many observers of the Wash- 
imeton scene have come recent pro-

#2 ignore various urgently needed 
measures.

@ balanced budget, and numerous 
other projects, they point out, have 
made little progress during the pres- 
ent session. 

But in one phase of their work, 
all agree, members of Congress have 
been far from inactive. That is the 
imtroduction of bills providing for 
spending huge volumes of public 
funds. 

During the few months that the 
present Congress has been in ses- 
sion, members of the House of Rep- 
resentatives alone have tossed gaily 
imto the legislative hopper more than 
7,000 appropriation bills. 

“Making allowance for overlap- 
Bing bills,’ announced one member 
ef the Appropriations Committee, 
“more than $50,000,000,000 would be 
required to cover all the proposed 
expenditures.” 

Fifty Billion Dollars—of other peo- 
Ble’s money. 

Of course, neither the Appropria- 
tions Committee nor any one else 
expects all those 7,000 bills to pass. 
But the casual way in which they 
are offered, the astronomical totals 
they achieve, continue to demon- 
strate the attitude of office-holders 
teward public funds. 

¥f they—and the public—would re- 
m.:_*3>er that all appropriations must 
ecu.c from taxes; if they—and the 
pablic— would remember that all 
taxes fall ultimately on the workers 
amd earners, appropriation bills 
would be fewer in number—and more 
medest in their totals. 

It is the duty of office-holders, as 
wepresentatives of the people, to re- 
member these things. And it is no 
less the duty of citizens to remind 
their representatives of the facts. 

When both groups realize this 
trath, $50,000,000,000 may mean as 
much to office-holders as it does to 
tee men and women who would be 
ealled upon to produce it in the sweat 
ef their labor—and may be as care- 
fully considered.

Despite the inaccuracy of Spanish 
gunfire, each of the American ships 
was hit one or more times, but the 
casualties were few, and only two 
officers and eight enlisted men were 
wounded while not a man was kill- 
ed. It was a complete triumph for 
the American Navy.

‘ carried U. S. Marines. Two days} 


after the battle, a marine officer 
and a detachment of sea soldiers 
landed at Cavite, and after restor- 

ing order in the town hoisted the 
Stars and Stripes for the first time 
in the Philippines. 

The submarine cable connecting 
Manila with Hongkong had been 
cut, so it was nearly a week before 
America heard of the victory amid 
wild rejoicing. A cable from Wash- 
ington to Hongkong on May te

Transfer of $112,000 in War De- 
partment funds to permit the army 
to install a water-supply system at 
Moffett Field air base was recom- 
mended today by the house appro- 
priations committee at Washington 
according to news reports.
